THE  NEW  LOOK 

On  page  31  of  the  school  report  you  will  find  next 
year's  budget  for  the  Benton  School  District.  If  you 
compare  this  budget  with  the  report  of  last  year  you 
will  see  that  the  order  of  items  is  markedly  changed 
and  some  of  the  items  are  entirely  different.  This 
change  follows  a  complete  revision  of  the  State  Fi- 
nancial System,  the  educational  reports  co-ordinating 
with  Federal  accounting  practices.  The  reports  are 
based  on  a  decimal  system  for  use  with  the  modern 
electronic  machines,  to  produce  accurate,  uniform  and 
early  statistical  data  for  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. 

This  new  system  is  adopted  state-wide  in  New 
Hampshire  on  recommendation  of  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission and  Board  of  Education.  The  change-over 
presents  some  problems  the  first  year,  but  advantages 
are  beginning  to  appear  and  after  this  year's  use  we 
anticipate  these  reports  will  be  more  understandable. 

Expenditures  for  last  year  are  set  up  with  the  old 
account  numbers  on  page  33.  Budget  for  this  year  and 
next  are  set  up  with  the  new  account  numbers  on

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton  School 
District : 

I  herewith  submit  my  twentieth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  Benton  Street  School 
in  1961-1962  was  23,  the  average  membership  was 
23.0  and  the  percent  of  attendance  was  97.5.  Three 
pupils  attended  on  a  tuition  basis  from  the  school 
district  of  Easton  and  two  from  Haverhill.  There 
were  ten  pupils  enrolled  in  other  districts;  three  at 
Haverhill  Academy,  one  at  Plymouth  High  School, 
two  at  Woodsville  High  School,  three  at  Haverhill 
Elementary,  and  one  at  Warren  Elementary  School. 

At  the  Benton  Street  School  this  year  the  total 
enrollment  is  12  in  grades  one  through  6.  There  are  no 
tuition  pupils  attending  from  other  school  districts. 
There  are  four  elementary  pupils  and  three  high 
school  pupils  attending  Haverhill,  two  pupils  attend- 
ing Warren  Elementary,  five  elementary  pupils  at- 
tending Woodsville  Elementary  and  one  pupil  attend- 
ing Woodsville  High  School. 

Your  teacher,  Mrs.  Karen  Patten,  deserves  com- 
mendation for  her  first  year's  work  at  Benton  School. 
She  prepares  her  work  thoroughly,  gets  along  well 
with  the  children  and  maintains  a  good  school.  Mrs. 
Patten  also  does  some  fine  work  in  health  and  play- 
ground activity.  I  would  like  to  see  her  return  to 
Benton  next  year. 

There  are  no  Benton  pupils  graduating  from  High 
School  this  year.  Next  year  we  expect  there  will  be 
one  graduate. 

Sending  the  7th  grade  to  Woodsville  or  Haverhill 
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seems  to  have  worked  out  well  this  year.    Our  school 
situation  is  much  improved. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  for  its  interest 
and  attention  to  school  affairs.  The  rewards  for 
school  board  service  are  revealed  as  the  members  ob- 
serve the  achievements  and  successes  of  the  children. 
School  meeting  time  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
fathers  and  mothers  to  express  appreciation  to  the 
School  Board.

SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent. 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  pro- 
rated on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the 
schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30. 
The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  #34,  dur- 
ing 1961-1962,  received  a  salary  of  $8,650.00  which 
was  made  up  as  follows:  $4,750.00  paid  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  from  the  per  capita  tax  and 
$3,900.00  prorated  among  the  several  school  districts. 
Allowance  of  $1,100.00  for  travel  within  the  Union 
was  also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  table  below  shows  the  proration  of  salary  and 
travel  charged  to  each  school  district.  The  district's 
share  is  less  this  year  because  of  increased  State  Aid.
